Striking and Practical Address 


at Michigan College 


Lansing, Mich., May 31.—President 


Roosevelt's speech ac the Michigan

Naval Reserves Quit Work 


at Many Ports and Tie 


Up Shipping. 


May 31.—French commerce is 


threatened with complete paralysis as 
t result of the general strike of sailors 
belonging to the naval reserve, which 
.went Into operation 'at daylight today 
»t all the ports of France. The naval 
reserves comprise almost the entire 
maritime population devoted to sea-' 
taring life. They number about 117,- 


• COO, of whom 25,000 belong to the war 
fleet Practically the entire personnel 
of the-merchant marine, as well as the 
'longshoremen, are inscribed in naval 
reserve. The executive committee of 
the National Seamen's union ordered 
the strike because the members of the 
union regard the 'government's new 
bill increasing pensions from $40.80 to 
.$72.50 in the case of seamen and from 
$156 to $200 in the case of captains 
as being inadequate. 


The reports thus far received indi- 


cate that the tie-up is complete. 
At 


the Mediterranean, Atlantic and'chan- 
nel ports the crews generally left their 
ships. The government promptly or- 
dered the army transports at 
Mar- 


seilles to be placed in commission In 
order to insure mail service between 
France and. her African possessions, 
but the transportation companies were 
taken by surprise and are at the mercy 
of the strikers. The officials of the 
French Trans-Atlantic company hope 
that the steamer La Province will be 
able to sail from Havre tomorrow, but 
thy are not certain that she will be 
able to do so. 


Generally the companies are in a po- 


sition to coerce, the men, as 
being

product, they had increased in 1905 to 
9.1 per cent.

finds that it formed 32 per cent of the 
total exports in 1850 and GO per cent 
in 1!)05, while articles In a crude con- 
dition formed 08 per cent of the ex- 
ports in 1850 and but 40 per cent in 
1905. 
Articles which have undergone 


a process of manufacture increased 
twenty-three fnlcl during 
the period. 


while those exported in a crude state 
increased less than seven-fold, indi- 
cating a growing tendency to turn the 
product into a finished state by Amer- 
ican labor 'before offering it for sale 
abroad.

What Labor Needs Most to Fear. 


We hear a great deal of the need of 
irotectlng our wnrkingmen from compe- 
Itlon with pauper labor. I have very lit- 
tle fear of the competition of pauper la- 
bor. The nations with pauper labor ar* 
not the formidable Industrial competitors 
of this country. What 
the 
American 


•worklngmuji has to fear is the competi- 
tion'of the highly skilled worklngman of 
the. countries of prentest Industrial effi- 
ciency. By the tariff and by our Imml- 
trattun laws we can always protect our- 
selves against the competlllon of pauper 
labor here at home; but when we contend 
for the markets of the world we can ge 
no protection, and we shall then find tha 
our most formidable competitors arc the 
nations in which there Is the most hlghl> 
developed business ability, the most high 
ly developed Industrial skill; and thes 
arc the qualities which we must our 
selves develop. 


The Dignity of Labor. 


We have been fond as n nation 
speaking of the dignity of labor, meanin 
thereby manual labor. Personally I don 
think that ive begin to understand whn 
a high place manual labor should take 
and it never fan take this high plac 
unless it offers scope for the. best type o 
man. 
We have tended to regard educa 
tlcu as a matter of the head only, and 
the result Is that a great, many ot our 
people, themselves the sons of men who 
worked with their hands, seem to think 
that they rise in the world if they get 
Into a position where they do no hard 
manual work whatever: where their hnnds 
will grow snft. and their working clothes 
will be kept clean. Such n conception Is 
both false nnd mischievous. There are. ot 
course, kinds of labor where the work 
must be purely mental, and there are

AS TO POLICE REFORM. 


The place to begin police reform In 


this city Is at the head and front ot 
the police department—the mayor. 
It is true that there is a board of pub 
lie safety charged with administration 
of the police department, and Imme 
dlately under the board a chief of po- 
lice, but for all that the mayor is de 
facto head of the police department. 
The board except In minor things 
does not act without consultation with 
and approval by the mayor.

Inaugurated when the new charter be- 
came operative thirteen years ago 
and there has been no departure from 
it. 
Mayor Hosey can reform the po- 


lice department, restore discipline, 
eliminate jealousy and cause the laws 
to be faithfully enforced and good or- 
der uniformly maintained by a word 
and an act. If he will place former 
Captain William F. Borgman at the 
head of the department as chief and 
tell him that he wants discipline, 
efficiency and law enforcement there 
will be within a week such a magical 
change as neither the mayor nor-the 
public now believes possible. It is in 
the mayor's power to do this.

were upon the move in the Transvaal. 
They settled upon Johannesburg in 
unprecedented swarms. 
At first the 


swarm was regarded as an unneces- 
sary visitation. 


Later, when the streets became lit- 


tered with thousands of dead insects, 
the affair developed into an active and 
almost intellerable nuisance. In the 
commercial part of the town there 
were many remarkable 
occurrences 


Pedestrians were slipping and falling 
on the insect strewn pavements, worn 
en occasionally screamed with terror 
while 
juveniles 
derived 
endles 


amusement and recreation in chasms, 
and capturing the partly disabled in 
sects. Vehicular traffic was even in 
terfered with. 
In a few instance 


j horses ar.d mules slipped and fell. 


Brooms were in great demand. A 


most at every turn natives and other 
were busy sweeping away masses o 
the dead" pests from shop entrances 
and the doors of offices and private 
houses. 


A local paper says: " The commer- 


cial houses suffered in common with 
the whole community. Armies of lo- 
custs invaded every place of business 
and were discovered in the most un- 
expected places, tho restaurant soup 
tureen not excluded, 
in oe of the 


boot stores a woman found on of the 
purpfe species in a boot she. was about 
to try on. With a scream she dropped 
the footwear and momentarily swoon- 
ed. On recovering the fair customer 
snid something about spiders and lo- 
custs and bravely purchased the ar- 
jticle which had formed the retreat 


I of the unwelcome insect." 


The swarm gradually passed away 


in a northwesterly direction. Pretoria 
made smnke fires to assist the insects 
in the', .Journey without stopping at 
the capital. A large number of farm- 
er s'suffered severely In the Krugers- 
dorp district.

the locust begins to harass the north- 
ern parts of Africa, so that Algerian 
farmers are on the lookout for their 
unwelcome visitors.

• Announcement was made yesterday 
that tbe supremo court had declared 
tself competent to try ihe case, whicn 
the civil courts had refused to handle, 
and which crown lawyers tried in vain 
to have settled without publicity. 


The effect of the high court's de- 


cision will be to lay bare to Spain and 
the world the life led by Alfonso XII, 
father of the present king and of tho 
Bohemian sinfter's sons. The story to 
bo revealed in court is not one that 
will add luster to the memory of Al- 
fonso XII and may be counted upon 
to shock Queen Victoria, who has lit- 
tle knowledge of 
the 
skeletons in 


Spain's royal closets. 


Fight for Secrecy Falls. 


The most strenuous 
efforts 
have 


been made to placate the Illegitimate 
sons of King Alfonso's father since 
they first revealed their parentage in 
the French courts two years ago. The 
inducements held out to the young 
men, who are just a few years older 
than their half brother, the present 
king of Spain, have failed to deter 
them.

tho Princess Ena t.lie crown lawyers 
redoubled their efforts to effect an ar- 
rangement that would prevent public 
revelations of the last years of the life 
of Alfonso XII, and hi? liason with 
the beautiful singer who was Queen 
Christina's rival in his affections for 
many years.

Elena Sanz, wnen'Alfonso XII, first 


met her, was a grand opera singer, 
famous throughout 
Europe ' for her 


beauty. The liaison lasted for many 
years, and in that time Mme Sanz bore 
Alfonso XII four children. 
After the 


death of Alfonso the woman and her 
children were expelled from Spain and 
became residents of Paris. Mme. Sanz 
did not long survive King Alfonso, and 
soon after her death two of her chil- 
dren succumbed to diphtheria. 


The sudden death of Alfonso XII pre- 


vented him, it is alleged, from making 
the substantial provision he had in- 
tended for Mme. Sanz and her chil- 
dren. After the singer's death the two 
surviving children, Fernand and Henri, 
were taken care of by a woman who 
made her living by mending rare laces, 
and who included among her custom- 
ers many of the great ladies of Paris. 
Through some of them old Queen Isa- 
bella was made aware of the existence 
of the two boys, and also of their de- 
pendence »non the charity of the la"e 
mender.
